Liberty and Property of the Peers, and Neighbours of 
Hen accuſed or proſecuted, This abſolute Power in one 
Perſon, as it 1s generally exerciſed is not indeed Govern- 
nent, but at beſt clandeſtin: Tyranny, ſupported by the 
(mfederates, or rather Favourite-Slaves of the Tyrant.

Theſe uneaſie Queſtions are enough to ſatis-

muſt ſhare the ſame Fate, all univerſally muſt 


ſuabmit to the fiery Tryal, or renounce their Re- 


ligion. Our Biſhops and Clergy muſt all loſe 
their Spiritual Preferments, or ſubmit to all 
Antichriſtian Tyranny : And ſhould they ſub- 
mit to every thing, they muſt notwithſtanding 
part from their Wives and Children, which, 
according to the Church of Rome, are Harlots 
and Spurious. The Laiety, poſſ-f[:d of Lands 
that formerly belonged to the Roman Catho- 
lick Clergy, muſt reſign their Eſtates, and 


perhaps, be made accountable for the Profits 


received. 


What can be more moving, than to reflect 
upon the Barbarous Cruelties of Papiſts beyond 
all Example : And theſe not accidental, or the 


ſudden Effects of Paſhon or Provocation, by

Above 100000 Men, Women and Children 
were Murdered in the Maſſacre of HVeland How 
hot and terrible were the late Perſccutions of 
the Proteſtants in France and Savoy 2 How free 
quent were the Maſſacres of Proteſtants ch High 
the whole Kingdom of France, when che y 


were under the protection of the then Laws of 


that Country? How Barbarous in a particular 
manner, was the Maſſacre of Laris, at the Mar- 
riage of the King of Navarre, the French Kin 2 8 
Grandfather, a Proteſtant, with the Siſteg of 
Charles the Ninth, where the Famous A Amiral 
of France, the great Coligny, the glorious Af r- 
ter of the Proteſtant Intereſt, was inhumai y 
Murthered, and the Body of that Heroe drag- 
ged Naked about the Streets, and this by the 
Direction of the King himſelf, who had but 
juſt before moſt treacherouſly given him, from 
his own Mouth, Aſſurance of his Protection? 
Ten thouſand Proteſtants, without diſtin&ion of 
Quality, Age or Sex, were put to the Sword 
at the ſame time; the King of Navarre himſelf 
nrrowly eſcaped this Diſaſter, his Mother the 
Queen of Navarre having not long before been 
Poy{oned by the ſame Faction. | 


Theſe are ſome Inſtances of what muſt ever 
be expected. No Obligations on our ſide, no 
Humanity or Natural Probity on theirs, are of 
an) weight ; their very Religion forces them, 

F upon 
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upon Pain of Damnation, to forget and cancel 
the former, and to extinguiſh all remains of 
the latter. Good God! To what are they re- 
ſerved, who have nothing to expect but what 
ſuch a Religion can afford them ? It cannot 
therefore be too often repeated. We ſhould 
conſider, over and over again, that ſhould the 
Chain of the Proteſtant Succeſſion be once 
broke in upon, tho' the Pretender ſhould be 
laid aſide, the next of the Blood Royal is the 
Dutcheſs of Savoy; after her, Her two Sons; 
after them, the preſent Dauphin of France; the 
next in Succeſſion to him, the Queen of Spain, 
and her Heirs; in Default of them, the Duke 
of Orleans, and his Heirs, and moſt of the other 
Princes of the Blood of France, all Papiſts, who 
may be enabled to demand Preference to the 
_ Houſe of Hanover; ſo that beſides the Proba- th 
bility of this Kingdom's being United to, and th 
made a Province of France, the train of Popiſh © w 
Princes is fo great, that if one ſhould not com- m 
pleat the utter Extirpation of our Religion, til 
Laws and Liberties, the reſt would certainly - 
do it. . 


And here I cannot but add what is ſtil of 
more Importance, and ought to be the m 
prevalenc of all Arguments, that ſhould there 
be the leaſt Hopes given to a Popiſh Succellor, 
the Life of her Majeſty will certainly be in 
moſt imminent Danger; for there will nevet 
be wanting bloody Zealots of that Perſwaſion, 


that will think it meritorious to take away het 
 Majzltys 
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Majeſty's Life, to haſten the Acceſſion of ſuch 
2 Succeſlor to her Throne. 


The only . Preſervation againſt theſe Ter- 
rors are the Laws beforementioned relating to 
the Settlement of the Imperial Crown of Great 
Britain, Thanks be to Heaven for that Settle- 
ment. The Princeſs Sophia, and the Heirs of 
her Body being Proteſtants, are the Succeſſors 
to her preſent Majeſty, upon her Demiſe with- 
out Iſſue. The Way is plain before our Eyes, 
guarded on the Right Hand, and on the Left, 
by all the Sanctions of God and Man, and by 
all the Ties of Law and Conſcience. Let thoſe 
who act under the preſent Settlement, and yet 
pretend to diſpute for an Abſolute Hereditary 
Right, quiet :hemſelves with the Arguments 


they have borrowed from Popery, and teach 


their own Conſciences the Art of diſpenſing 
with the moſt ſolemn Oath- to this Eftabliſh- 
ment, whilſt they think themſelves bound only 
till Opportunity ſhall ſerve to introduce ano- 
ther, God be thanked neither we, nor our 
Cauſe, ſtand in need of ſuch deteſtable Preva- 
rication. Our Cauſe is our Happineſs. Our 
Oaths are our Judgment and Inclination. Ho- 
nour and Aﬀection call us, without the Solem- 
nicy of an Oath, to defend ſuch an Eftabliſh- 
ment ; but with it we have every Motive that 
can influence the Mind of Man. The Terrors 
of God, added to the Demands of our Coun- 
try, oblige and conſtrain us to let our Hearts 
and our Hands follow our Wiſhes and our Con- 

F 2 ſciences; 
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ſciences; and out of Regard to our Queen, our 
Religion, our Country, our Liberty and our 
Property, to maintain and aſſert the Proteſtant 
Succeſſion in the Illuſtrious Houſe of Hanover: 
It is no time to talk with Hints and Innuendo's, 
but openly and honeſtly to profeſs our Senti- 
ments, before our Enemies have compleated 
and put their Deſigns in Execution againſt us. 
As divided a People as we are, thoſe who are 
for the Houle of Hanover, are infinitely ſuperior 
in Number, Wealth, Courage, and all Arts 
Military and Civil, to thoſe in the contrary 
Intereſt ; beſides which, we have the Laws, I 
ſay the Laws on our ſide. And thoſe who by 
their Practices, whatever their Profeſſions are, 
have diſcover'd themſelves Enemies to the Con- 
ſtitution, and Friends to the Pretender, cannot 


make a Step farther without being guilty of 


Treaſon, without ſtanding in broad Day-light, 
confeſſed Criminals againſt their injured Queen 
and Country. 


When the People were in a Ferment, when 
Faction run high, with irreſiſtable Prepoſſeſſions 
againſt every thing in its former Channel, ſan- 
guine Men might conceive Hepes of leading 
them their own Way. But the Building erected 
upon that Quick-ſand, the Favour of the Multi- 


tude, will fink, and be ſwallowed up by that 


treacherous Ground on which the Foundation 
was laid, 


It 
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It is eaſie to project the Subverſion of a Ped 
ple, when Men ſee them unaccountably turned 
for their own Deſtruction; but not ſo eaſie to 
eſſect that Ruin, when they are come to them- 
ſelves, and are ſenſibly and reaſonably affected 
with Thoughts for their Preſervation. We can- 
not help it, if ſo many Thouſands of our brave 
Brethren, who laid down their Lives againſt the 
Power of France, have dyed in vain ; but we 
may value our own Lives dearly, like honeſt 
Men. Whatever may befal the Glory and Wealth 
of Great Britain, let us ſtruggle to the laſt Dro 
of our Blood for its Religion and Liberty. The- 
Banner under which we are to enter this Con- 
dict, whenever we are ealled to it, are the Laws 
mentioned in this Diſcourſe ; when we do not 
keep them in Sight, we have no Colours to fly 
:0, no Diſcipline to preſerve us, but are devot- 


ed, and have given our ſelves up to Slaughter 
and Confuſion. | 


While we a& manfully under them, we have 
Reaſon to expect the Blefling and Aſſiſtance of 
Heaven on its own Cauſe, which it has ſo na- 
nifeftly acknowledg'd to be ſuch, by our ma- 
ny wonderful Deliverances, when all Humane 
Aﬀiſtances and ordinary Means of Succour 
ſeemed irrevocably removed. We have no Pre- 
tenſions tothe Divine Favour, but from our firm 
Adherence to that Settlement, which He has, 
by nes Wonders and Bleſſings, after ſuch 
Scat Difficulties and Misfortunes, beſtowed up- 
on vs, 244 which we have in his Sight, _ 

wit 
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with the Tnvocation of his Sacred Name, after 
paring our Selves at his Altar, ſo frequently 
and ſolemnly Sworn to defend. *Tis plain, un- 
rplexed, unalterable Rule for our Conduct, is 9 
viſibly the Work of his Hand to a favoured Peo- 
ple. Her Majeſty's Parliamentary Title, and 
the Succeſſion in the Illuſtrious Houſe of Ham- / 
wer, is the Ark of God to Great Britain, and, like 
that of Old, carries Death to the profane Hand 
that ſhall dare to touch it. 
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
